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Cultivate Sincerity —— 


Be Yourself—But Cultivate a Self 
Worth Being 


OW WONDERFUL it would be if all people 
/ f could learn and practice this short rule for 
success and happiness. All of us have an in- 
nate desire to be accepted by our fellowmen. The 
irony of this is that often we let our desire to im- 
press people favorably cause us to seem so ridiculous 
that we impress them indeed—but hardly in the man- 
ner we desired. How wonderful it would be if all of us 
could learn that we do not have to make a show or 
display of our talents, cleverness, or brilliance in order 
to make a favorable impression. Instead of being im- 
pressed that you are really “somebody,” people are 
usually disgusted and consider you an egotist and 
braggart of the first rank. Actually, those who strain 
themselves to impress others favorably usually do so 
because in their hearts they feel they are inferior 
and try to hide this behind a screen of pomp and 
bluster. 

Some people desire to make others believe them to 
be of some wealth and put themselves in debt to the 
point of insolvency in order to maintain this front. 
This type of fakery does not win you friends or 
remedy your inferior status. Still others try to con- 
vince people that they are well educated when actually 
they realize they are not, and their uneducated way 
of demonstrating their education leads to the most 
ridiculous buffoonery, such as ill-used and mispro- 
nounced “big words,” stilted and unnatural speech, 
superficial discussion of various subjects, and the 
parroting of what others say in an attempt to appear 
to be contributing to the discussion. 

Some have a mania for convincing others of their 
aristocratic lineage or associates. They want people 
to believe that in their family tree there has been 
regal blood, or that among intimate friends are num- 
bered famous and important people. Oh, let us do 
away with such sham and vanity! No one likes an 
egotist or a braggart. People like a person who can 
stand up squarely, speak with a straight mouth—with- 
out a pious whine or affected “culture,” and frankly 
admit that which they do not know. People who 


love you and admire you do not do so because of your 
wealth or because of your aristocracy, but they like 


' you for what you are. Then, let it be repeated, be 


yourself—but cultivate a self worth being. 


YOUR BRAVADO does not add to your 
stature as a person; your taking credit for that which 
you do not do is not fooling anyone; your suggestive 
hints that you are really “somebody” does not im- 
press anyone who is worth impressing; your pretense 
of wealth and demeanor of scholarship do not win you 
a single friend who is worth having. Our world is 
filled today with too many people who are trying to 
be what they are not. Our need is for more people 
who are willing to be themselves, and who are striving 
to cultivate a person worth being. If you are not 
satisfied with what you are, it is absurd to remedy it 
by striking a pose as someone you are not. If you 
are not satisfied with what you are, begin immediately 
to correct your defects and eliminate your short- 
comings. 

Above everything else, we are in desperate need to- 
day of genuineness and sincerity. First among all 
virtues I name sincerity. It is basic. All other virtues 
must be built upon it and cannot exist without it. A 
lack of sincerity eliminates all other good a person 
may do. Pretense and sham are disgusting wherever 
they are found. A hearty handshake or slap on the 
back is distasteful when it is given for the effect it 
may produce, and is the most desired of tokens when 
it carries with it the hearty and sincere interest of 
him who gives it. Above all things today, we must 
have men who are sincere in all they do and say, 
who are genuine and real at all times, with all peo- 
ple, under all circumstances. If you would be a person 
admired and well-loved, then begin the cultivation 
of such a self by being sincere and honest. 


When you do not know the answer to some ques- 
tion, don’t bluff or beat about the bush about it, but 
frankly and openly admit it. People will love you for it. 
When you make a mistake, admit it and amend it 
frankly and openly. When your advice is asked, give 
it simply or directly, or do not give it at all, for 
you help no one when you try to answer each person 
in the way he wants to be answered. Cheap flattery is 
desired only by the vain, and its use and reception 
can exist only in the communion of two insincere 
persons. 

Of course, you want people to like you. We all do. 
You may quite naturally want to succeed. But re- 
member that there is no short cut for these goals. 
The church needs, the world needs, sincere and 
honest people today as they have never been needed 
before. Perilous times call for people of strength and 
integrity to meet those perils—in the church, in the 
world, among friends as often as among foes. Sham, 
deceit, and superficiality will not do. False fronts and 
ill-gotten glory must pass away. In the end only real 
and sincere hearts can stand. Of course, you want to be 
somebody, but be somebody, don’t simply pretend. 
Always, everywhere, with all people, remember that to 
be loved and appreciated, you must be yourself—but 
cultivate a self worth being.

he HE PENTECOSTAL Fellow- 


in Seattle was the importance of 
Christian unity among the Pente- 
costal churches through the oper- 
ation of the Holy Spirit in their 
midst. The convention featured an 
emphasis on preaching rather than 
business meetings, and was ad- 
dressed by outstanding Pentecostal 
ministers from many important 
pulpits in North America. 

The first day of the convention 
sessions was devoted to discussion 
and suggestions concerning ‘mis- 
sionary objectives as they related 
to comity on the field, and coop- 
eration between the PFNA denomi- 
nations, and problems of handling 
missionary equipment, shipping, 
and personnel. Outstanding mis- 
sionary promotional films were also 


shown to the convention by the 
various mission boards in the PFNA 
organization. 

Tuesday the convention featured 
seven sermons on the general theme 
of the ministry of the Holy Spirit 
in the church today, by outstanding 
ministers of the various denomi- 
nations. The subject of physical 
healing by divine power was also 
featured in the convention, and the 
concluding meeting Thursday night 
was a divine healing service, with 
prayer offered for the sick. 

The Reverend Gayle F. Lewis, 
chairman of the PFNA, declared 
that the spiritual impact of the 
tenth annual convention had sur- 
passed that of all previous meets.

NOTE BURNED AT HOME-COMING 


GREENVILLE, S. C.—October 6, 
1957, for many reasons, was a great 
day at the Tremont Avenue Church 
of God in Greenville, South Caro- 
lina. It was home-coming day with 
1,001 present for the first day of 
the six weeks’ national Sunday 
School drive. Three former pastors 
were present—Brother Ed Johnson, 
Brother Earl P. Paulk, and Brother 
A. M. Phillips. It was a time of 
great spiritual fellowship, renew- 





ing friendships with old acquaint- 
ances. After the morning service 
with an inspiring, soul-stirring 
message by the Reverend Earl P. 
Paulk, dinner was served. This was 
the day every member and friend 
of the church had been looking for- 
ward to for 9 years, the burning 
of the $75,000 mortgage on the 
church building. In the picture, 
Brother Paulk struck the match 
while Brother Phillips held the 


note. Watching the note-burning 
are the present pastor, Brother 
John D. Smith, and the assistant 
pastor, Brother Bobby Ross. 

A little over 9 years ago, the 
building burned down and was re- 
built by the Daniels Construction 
Company and completed at the cost 
of $265,000 while Brother Paulk 
was serving as pastor. They had 
just completed a $25,000 educa- 
tional plant and had been in it 
for only 2 weeks when the church 
burned. Through the faithfulness 
of our loyal congregation and 
friends, this tremendous indebted- 
ness has been lifted in 9 short 
years. The note was burned and 
we give God the glory, honor and 
praise. The note was for ten years, 
the last payment not due until 
April, 1958, but by making the last 
payment seven months before it 
came due, Brother John Smith, the 
astor, saved the church over 
6,000. 

Not only was the church build- 
ing paid off in September, but also 
the last payment was paid on the 
$10,000 air-conditioning unit in the 
small auditorium of the church.

It is 40 x 75, 
not including the porch.

Church Giving for 1957 
Tops Two Billion Mark 


For the first time in history total 
giving by churches in the United 
States has passed the two billion 
dollar mark. Contributions for all 
purposes totaling $2,041,908,161 were 
reported this year by 52 Protestant 
and Eastern Orthodox church 
bodies, for an all-time record. Of 
this total $1,655,039,930—or 81.1 per 
cent —was reported for local con- 
gregational expenses (ministers’ 
salaries, building maintenance, fuel 
and light). Benevolences—includ- 
ing foreign and home missions and 
overseas relief, totaled $386,868,231 
—or 18.9 per cent. 


Forty-one of the 52 bodies re- 
ported comparable figures both this 
year and last, the Rev. Thomas K. 
Thompson declared, announcing the 
1957 figures. He is executive di- 
rector of the Department of Stew- 
ardship and Benevolence of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches which 
cooperated, as in ew years, 
with the Council’s Department of 
Research and Survey in compiling 
the figures. 

Compared with 1956, congrega- 
tional, expenses of the 41 bodies 
increased by 10.4. per cent while 
benevolences showed a gain of 7.5 
per cent over the 1956 total. Per 
member giving is also up, Mr. 
Thompson said. The average in the 
41 bodies showed a new high of 
$56.74 compared to $52.88 last year. 
And all 52 bodies reported a total 
of $69,609,916 given for foreign mis- 
sionary work, Mr. Thompson re- 
ported.

Communists Using Satellite 
Victory to Ridicule Religion 

Russian Communists were quick 
to take advantage of their success 
in launching the earth satellite to 
ridicule religious belief. The Mos- 
cow Radio broadcast a statement 
by the Komsomol, Communist 
youth league, saying the satellite 
“proves how wrong were all re- 
ligious organizations and beliefs in 
speaking of heaven.” It said, “We 
materialists create our own heaven, 
and fill it with our own moons and 
stars.” 

Chinese Communists were just 
as quick to declare that faith in 
God is a mistaken human effort 
to explain what is mysterious and 
that scientific progress, which will 





enable | man “soon to go to the 
moon,” is now unravelling the basic 
mysteries, making religion useless. 

Taking note of similar comments, 
the weekly magazine published in 
the Vatican, Osservatore, had this 
to say about the Russian satellite 
“Sputnik.” The Vatican journal de- 
scribed the 184-pound earth satel- 
lite as a “tremendous and frighten- 
ing toy.” But it went on to observe 
that it did have the advantage of 
encouraging the godless Soviets to 
raise their faces toward heaven, 
to use the paper’s words, “even 
if only to worship a sphere 59 cen- 
timeters in diameter.” 

Evangelist Billy Graham was 
asked by reporters in Richmond, 
Virginia, for his reaction to the 
Russian earth satellite. He said the 
development means that “a period 
of ease and luxury is coming to 
an end,” and “we Americans must 
tighten our belts and condition and 
rededicate ourselves to God.” He 
said “We must supplement our ma- 
terial strength with spiritual 
power” in order to “answer Russia’s 
latest advance in armaments. 
America has to look to God for 
help. There is one power stronger 
than the Soviet, and that is God.... 
If we had spent as much money 
for world missions and in preach- 
ing the gospel as we have for mili- 
tary power, or even our give-away 
program, the world picture would 
be a different one.” 


Auca Indians Destroy New 
Mission Building 


Another attempt to reach the 
fierce Auca Indians of Ecuador has 
ended in failure, leaving a half 
finished mission building wrecked 
and ruined. The cunning savages 
left more lances, a sinister warn- 
ing that last year’s massacre of 
five — missionaries would be 
the te of other outsiders who 
might make further attempts to 
reach the tribe. 


This time there was no loss of 
life because ag soy pe A Dr. Wilfred 
Tidmarsh who had established an- 
other beachhead much nearer the 
Auca territory, was away from the 
area. He had broken his leg last 
September. Further work had been 
suspended pending his return. Now 
the new building has been aban- 
doned. 

Nevertheless, attempts to reach 
the original friendly Indians. at 
“Terminal City” are continuing. 
They are still accepting—and re- 
turning—gifts sent to them via the 
“bucket drop” method devised by 
martyred Nate Saint. Missionaries 
believe that the friendly Aucas did 
not partake of the latest raid; and 
may not even know that it had 
taken place.

NAE Plans Universal Week 
of Prayer in January 


A nationwide observance of Uni- 
versal Week of Prayer is being 
planned by the National Association 
of Evangelicals for its constituent 
churches January 5 through 11, 
1958. Sponsored by the association’s 
Spiritual Life Commission, the week 
of prayer is being promoted for the 
second consecutive year among 
evangelical churches. 

Explaining the program, George 
T. Ford, executive director of NAE 
said: “Universal Week of Prayer be- 
gan in England over 100 years ago 
under the then budding World 
Evangelical Alliance. Observance 
there is by communities with the 
people coming together in a dif- 
ferent church each day of the 
week. Since beginning the observ- 
ance has spread to other countries, 
but only recently has a widespread 
attempt been made to introduce it 
into American church life. A folder 
with the prayer themes for each 
day and appropriate remarks is 
widely distributed for use in regu- 
larly scheduled or special church 
services and in family and private 
devotions.” 

The Spiritual Life Commission of 
the National Association of Evange- 
licals is under the direction of the 
Reverend Armin Gesswein, who is 
known for his encouragement of 
prayer by holding “Revival Prayer 
Conferences” throughout the coun- 
try.

MAF Pilot Describes Latest 
Auca Indian Attack 

A graphic report of the hostile 
spirit of the savage Auca Indians of 
Ecuador, who killed five mission- 
aries last year and more recently 
destroyed a new mission building 
erected in a second attempt to 
reach them, has been reported by 
Hoby Lowrence, Missionary Avia- 
tion Fellowship pilot. 

Lowrence’s report: 

“Dr. Wilfred Tidmarsh has built 
a little house down on the Curara 
River, just below the River Ogland. 
He stays there most of the week 
and returns to his mission base at 
Arajuno each week end. While 
tramping the ugly trail leading 
to the outpost near the Auca ter- 
rito he fell and dislocated his 
shoulder and so returned home to 
Arajuno. No doubt this was the 
Lord’s doings, for a few days later 
while he was recovering word came 
that a group of Aucas had attacked 
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his house on the Curaray. Dr. 
Tidmarsh went in to check the sto- 
ry. Here it is: A group of Aucas, 
estimated to be about 20 in num- 
ber, attacked the house, storming it 
with all ferocity from every di- 
rection. They broke the doors, 
smashed everything in sight except 
what they stole, and scattered 
stuff all over the place. They took 
machetes, axes, clothing, bedding, 
pots, pans and all foodstuffs. They 
left two lances in a crossed position 
before the doorway and one stick- 
ing in each window. The lances 
they left were very old ones—wrap- 
ped around them were pages from 
an English Bible.

Eisenhower “Astonished” at 


Nation’s Neglect of Prayer 
Day 


President Eisenhower told a New 
York pastor that he was “aston- 
ished to find, upon going to my 
own church at 8:30 that morning 
(last October 2), that only a hand- 
ful of people were present.” The 
nationwide ignoral of the presiden- 
tial proclamation had been noted 
by many preachers and newspaper 
editors, most of whom were honest 
enough to place the blame where 
it belongs—on their own doorstep— 
since they had neglected to provide 
adequate publicity. 

The President’s reaction came in 
a personal letter to Pastor Henry 
H. Heins of St. Paul’s Lutheran 
church, Liberty, New York, who re- 
ported that only six persons came 
to his church to pray. In answer 
to Mr. Heins’ appeal that something 
be done next year to make people 
more fully aware of the observ- 
ance, the President replied that 
things had not been much better in 
Washington. As a result there will 
be wider publicity given to the na- 
tional day of prayer next year. 

Promised President Eisenhower: 
“As far as the government is con- 
cerned, I shall see what can be 
done in the future from our end 
to make certain that this informa- 
tion is widely disseminated. Inci- 
jeamage © certain of my associates 
hope that the first Wednesday in 
October can be built up as a tra- 
dition for the national day of 
prayer.” 

Meanwhile, for the twelfth con- 
secutive year the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals is providing 
worship material for the World Day 
of Prayer for churches desiring a 
service with a Bible-centered em- 
phasis. The World Day of Prayer is 
scheduled for February 21, 1958. 

“That the World May Know .. .” 
is the title of the booklet being of- 
fered which centers around the 
theme of Christian unity. The title 





is taken from words Jesus spoke as 
recorded in John’s gospel, chapter 
17 verse 23. An introduction to the 
booklet is given by the Reverend 
Armin Gesswein, chairman of the 
Spiritual Life Commission of the 
NAE and known for his revival— 
prayer conferences. The booklet is 
divided into the four following 
parts: (1) The Desire for Unity; 
(2) The Nature of Unity; (3) The 
Effect of Unity; (4) The Objective 
of Unity. The program is arranged 
to include responsive Bible reading, 
hymns and time for prayer. 

Worship booklets and advertising 
posters can be obtained by writing 
the National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, 108 North Main Street, 
Wheaton, Illinois. No charge is made 
for the materials, but it is re- 
quested that a freewill offering be 
given. 

Elsewhere, in Washington, D.C., 
plans have been announced for a 
series of weekly interdenomina- 
tional, interracial noon worship 
services for Capitol Hill workers 
and their neighbors. The services 
will be held each Wednesday noon 
and will take place in the Simpson 
Memorial Chapel of the Methodist 
Building located just across the 
plaza from the United States Cap- 
itol. The Capitol Hill neighborhood 
is interracial. Ministers of Negro 
churches are being invited to par- 
ticipate. Noonday services have 
been held for years in the Simpson 
Chapel, but they were only Metho- 
dist in character and attendance. 


“Graham’s New York Crusade 
Helped Churches”: Bonnell 

The Rev. Dr. Billy Graham’s New 
York Crusade was evaluated as “a 
genuine success” by the Rev. Dr. 
John Sutherland Bonnell in a ser- 
mon last December 1, at the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, at 
Fifty-fifth Street. Dr. Bonnell, who 
was a member of the crusade’s 
executive council, said that “New 
York is a better city and many 
churches are more vitally alive” be- 
cause of Dr. Graham’s activities 
in New York City. “As might be 
expected,” he said, “the Madison 
Square Garden meetings had all 
the effectiveness of mass evangel- 
ism, and some of its defects.” 

He declared that it was not his 
intention to emphasize the defects 
because “plenty of others who spot- 
light the negative aspects will do 
that without any eae from me.” 
He stressed his conviction that “the 
good effects greatly outweighed the 
defects.” 

Dr. Bonnell (as reported in the 
New York Times the following 
morning) enumerated the following 
“positive results” of the New York 
Crusade: 

(1) Several thousand persons 
“who made a commitment of their 
lives to Christ for the first time in 























Madison Square Garden” were now 
in the process of being received in- 
to New York churches. 

(2) Ministers were now preach- 
ing with “a greater simplicity and 
directness” that had made people 
more aware of the difference that 
Christ can make in a human life. 

(3) The increase in Protestant 
unity and interest had been so 
great that the Protestant Council 
of the City of New York considered 
changing its name to “the Prot- 
estant Council of the New York 
Metropolitan Area” to include sub- 
urban churches. 

(4) There had been “a definite 
lift in Protestant morale” owing to 
the discovery that the “Reforma- 
tion faith” had far greater strength 
here than was realized. 

(5) A considerable number of 
churches “have experienced a 
growth in their Sunday church at- 
tendance” as well as in their Bi- 
ble study groups and other organi- 
zations. 


Southern California Called 
“New Idea” Area for S.S. 
Work 


More Sunday School innovations 
are tried out first in southern 
California than anywhere else in 
the country, according to a report 
given at Los Angeles. Delegates to 
the 12th annual convention of the 
National Sunday School Association 
were told that the area has become 
“a strategic sounding board for 
the nation” in this regard. Experi- 
ments listed included the first ex- 
tensive use of film strips and movie 
quizzes as well as other visual edu- 
cation aids. 

The meeting in Los Angeles was 
one of a pair of conventions being 
sponsored this fall by the National 
Sunday School Association. The 
other opened at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, last October 30.
